AMENDED EXCERPTS FROM 
SUPERINTENDENT’S MONTHLY REPORT 


Temperance League alcohol education has 
entered 43 high schools, from Cape May to 
Closter, Belvidere to Carteret. 24,000 youths 
have been reached. Appreciation of this program 
has been freely expressed. 

169 churches have had a Temperance League 
speaker. Other churches have placed the league 
in their budgets for annual support. Many other 
churches and groups have sent donations to 
sustain our constructive labors in. helping 
youth to help themselves. But the total of such 
support, plus a considerable number of generous 
individual contributions, has not been sufficient 
to meet our inadequate budget. We are handicap- 
ped by limitation of our ability to purchase sup- 
plies of literature and equipment. 

Opportunitiesin schools have been freer this 
Fall than ever before. One to five days have 
been scheduled in each of Bergenfield, Dover, 

erth Amboy, Franklin and Trenton Central High 
chools, Contacts have been made in Dumont, 
Morris Regional, Plainfield, Paterson, and 





Woodbridge Schools. All of these are planning 
to cooperate. 

There is growing recognition of the serious- 
ness of the threat of beverage alcohol to the 
good life of peace, health, and prosperity; and 
to national security. Thoughtful people inevitab- 
ly wonder to what extent drinking may have fig- 
ured in the disastrous laxness revealed in the 
Fort Monmouth investigations. Prof. Selden Bac- 
on of Yale asserts that ‘‘there is definitely an 
up ward swing...in temperance sentiment in this 
country;’’ and he warned the church and tem- 
perance forces to be prepared and ready to meet 
this new day of opportunity. 

In recent weeks two townships have asked 
me for counsel in connection with local option 
fights to protect themselves against the issu- 
ance of liquor licenses. It is our policy to re- 
spond as helpfully as possible wherever given 
the privilege of sharing in such efforts. 

I have sent a letter to the members of our 
Board of Trustees, seeking a more active and 
responsible relationship between them and the 
driving purposes of this organization. Already

A SHAKER OF COCKTAILS AND A BRANDY 


A shocking Knoxville (Tennessee) tragedy 
involving the use of liquor has profoundly dis- 
turbed that city. 

A blast from a shotgun ended the life of Mr. 
Gerald Williams, a University of Tennessee 
graduate who was doing work on his doctorate. 
Drink cut short another promising life. 

The accident which put an end to this young 
man’s life followed dinner at the home of a 
clergyman who had no ‘‘prejudice’’ against 
drinking. The clergyman says that he and young 
Williams had ashaker of cocktails before dinner, 
and a brandy afterward. 

Retuming to his own home, the young man 
attempted to enter the house of a nearby neigh- 
bor who was his good friend. It was two o’clock 
in the morning. The householder demanded to 
know who was at the door. He got no satisfac- 
tory reply and became justifiably alarmed. 
Williams, unable to enter at the front, proceeded 
to the rear, and was shot. He was to have been 
married as soon as he completed his education. 
At Vanderbilt he was a member of Sigma Nu 


@rratemity and the glee club. 


The clergyman who had entertained the 
young man at dinner is, of course, distressed. 
He says they did not drink ‘‘enough to affect 
the mental processes’”’ of Mr. Williams. He was 
profoundly uninformed as to modem scientific 
revelations that very small quantities of alcohol 
‘taffect the mental processes.’’ The man who 
fired the fatal shot is devastated--he killed his 
friend; he believed he was firing in the defense 
of his home. 

The father and mother of young Williams are 
suffering from shock and sorrow--he was an only 
child. The boy of whom they were so proud is 
dead. He was not a ‘‘man-about-town’’; he 
had not been, as his father says, ‘‘reared to 
drink.’’ All he did was to take a few drinks on 
a social occasion—-drinks offered to him by a 
minister of Jesus Christ.
